ROUSING WELCOME 


AT BUENOS AIRES 


Embraced in Latin Fashion 


by Argentine President 


on Dock. 


BUENOS AIRES. (UP). Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, greeted with roar- 
Ing acclaim, stepped ashore at 
1:56 p. m. from the U. S. S. In- 
dianapolis which brought him to 
summery Argentina for the inter- 
American peace conference which 
opens Tuesday. 
"Mi amigo" (my friend), he 
greeted President Augustin P. 
Justo of Argentina at the dock — 
the slogan of his voyage to the 
Americas below the equator. 
President Justo headed the offi- 
cial d e l e g a t i o n which greeted 
President Roosevelt at the dock 
and drove him past wildly cheer- 
ing tens of thousands of Argen- 
tinians to the United States em- 
bassy. 
The city was flag bedraped on 
all sides. 
Bands played the na- 
tional anthems. The Latin tempo 
of the welcome was heightened by 
the genial smile of the "good 
neighbor" who arrived to display 
its meaning in person. 
President Justo grasped Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's outstretched hand 
at the dock. He put an arm 
around Mr. Roosevelt's shoulder in 
typical Latin greeting and the two 
men embraced. 
Mr. Roosevelt's t r a n s porting 
cruiser, the Indianapolis, was 
escorted into port by a squadron 
Cf 15 Argentine warships. 
Thousands of spectators had 
been waiting for hours under a 
hot sun to see Mr. Roosevelt and 
cheer him in the greatest popular 
reception the nation ever has 
accorded a foreigner. Hundreds 
of thousands more — the police said 
the number might reach a million 
• — lined the five mile route from 
the north basin to the American

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BALDWIN TELLS KING 


PARLIAMENT FROWNING 


Premier Said to Have Given 


Opinion After Meeting- 


Labor Head. 


LONDON. (Copyright by UP). 
Sources usually acquainted with 
the cabinet's activities said that 
Prime Minister Baldwin has in- 
formed King Edward he can ex- 
pect no support from government 
or parliament for a possible mar- 
riage to Mrs. Wallis Simpson. 
This is reliably understood to 


be the result of two dramatic 
secret meetings which Baldwin 
had Friday, shortly after a sur- 
prise cabinet meeting. The first 
meeting was with Clement Atlee, 
labor party leader, the second 
with the king. 


The government viewed the sit- 


uation as so delicate that all ref- 
erence to Baldwin's visit to the 
king was omitted from the court 
circular, 
wnich 
customarily re- 


cords such visits. 
It was understood that Bald- 
win's meeting with Atlee estab- 
lished a common front of conser- 
vative and labor parties on their 
attitude toward the friendship be- 
tween the king and Mrs. Simpson, 
and left no doubt that the friend- 
ship had precipitated one of the 
moat serious constitutional crises 
of iJKtdwm tim*s. 


Significantly, and with veiled 
subtlety which undoubtedly leaves 
its real meaning completely ob- 
scure to the ordinary reader, the 
leading editorial in the powerful 
newspaper Times 
Monday sug- 
gests: "In any crisis that jnay 
arise, whether foreign or domestic 
. . the house of commons may 


well prove itself what the country 
has often required at similar times 
during a long history but has sel- 
dom been given—a council of state 
which is able to demonstrate its 
solid power." 
The whole editorial is a recital 


of the community of interests be- 
tween the labor party and the 
conservatives in commons. 


Behind the 
ominous sentence 


quoted, some see a possibility that 
this constitutional struggle might 
confront the king with the neces- 
sity of abdicating if he wanted to 
marry Mrs. Simpson. 
It was understood that Mrs 


Simpson herself was observing a 
completely non-committal attitude 
and had made it clear that any 
matrimonial Ideas which the kin 
may have do not come from her 


A sugge«tion that king may 


plan to marry Mrs Simpson anc 
make her queen—a contingency 
that the present constitutional law 
docs not prevent—is beginning to 
spread like wildfire thru eocia" 
circles, and is flabbergasting to 
the average Briton. 
Generally Britons do not object 


to the king's friendship with Mrs 
Simpson, but they refuse to vis- 
ualize the twice divorced Mrs 
Simpson as queen. 
English "babbits" are not the 


only ones alarmed at the prospect. 
The cabinet is now so immersed 
in the whole problem that it is 
reported virtually to have drop- 
sed consideration of urgent for- 
eign affairs, leaving them entirely 
n the hands of Foreign Secre- 
tary Eden, while preoccupying it- 
self almost exclusively with the 
crisis caused bv its fears regard- 
ng Mrs Simpson and the king

Attempt Abandoned After Effort by John 


Giles and John Larimore to Scale 


Outer Wall Falls. 


A desperate attempt to break out of the penitentiary at 6:15 


a. m. Monday by John Giles, 30, and John Larimore, 27, failed 
when the pair abandoned their wall scaling venture, after tying up 
one guard and knocking another unconscious. They returned to the 
west cell block where they surrendered shortly afterward to Capt. 
N. Kearney, captain of the prison day guard. 


Louis Kreuger, 42, 3820 So. 14th st., a guard, suffered two 


deep gashes in his scalp and other minor lacerations but his condition 
was said not to be serious. E. E. Rogers, 43, 2401 So. 13th, 
other guard, was not attacked by the men. 


The pair were well equipped for their prison break.0; 


Giles had fashioned a replica of an automatic pistol from 
celluloid which Warden O'Grady declared the most real- 
istic model he had ever seen in his life. 


Also Had Made Rope. 


They were also equipped with several lengths of 


improvised rope which had been fashioned from lengths 
of unbleached muslin, probably bed sheets. 
Giles and 


Larimore had two 1 0 foot lengths and one 8 foot length. 
Each length had a stout wire hook on the end. They

also had a long steel window opening pole, with hooks 
on each end, which they had taken from the cell block. 
Giles carried in addition to the gun a blade from a pair 
afscissors. _A_crjidjB harness like a telephone lineman's 
aelt was r found and also a woven rope affair with a 
piece of emery paper wrapped around one end. Prison 
officials pondered the theory that this last item was to

GOVERNMENT DERCIT 


SAME ASAYEAR AGO 


Treasury May Use Security 


Benefit Money Instead 


of Borrowing.

With exactly five months of the 
present fiscal year now passed, 
the federal government ia running 
a deficit in operating- expenses at 
the **m« rate of red ink as a year 
ago.Applying 
the average of the 
past five months to the full fiscal 
year which ends on June 30 next, 
the excess of expenditures over 
receipts will be about $3,600,000,- 
OOO.This means, notwithstanding the 
growing belief about recovery hav- 
ing arrived in full bloom, that the 
federal government will have had 
an unbalanced budget running into 
the billions for the seventh suc- 
cessive year. 
If there Is to be any substan- 
tial curtailment in expenses for 
the present fiscal year, no sign 
of it haa appeared from ary quar- 
ter. This Is occasioning much sur- 
prise in view of the fact that tax 
receipts for the current fiscal year 
•re to be the largest in the his- 
tory of the United States. 
Unfortunately, the true situation 
on federal finances is not to be 
gleaned readily from the compli- 
cated way the treasury has of 
making its figures public. The 
facts are all there, but the word 
"deficit" aa well as the word "ex- 
penditures" do not. embrace all 
the items that should be and 
would be so included in any pri- 
vate corporation which tried to 
float securities nowadays thru the 
sanction of the securities and ex- 
change commission. 


Expenses and Receipts. 


Using accepted methods of pri- 
vate accounting, therefore, rather 
than governmental bookkeeping, 
the expenses and receipts for the 
current fiscal year up to Nov. 24, 
as compared with a year ago, 
would be tabulated as follows for 
Nov. 24:

This compares with the treas- 
ury's claim that the deficit was 
$1,212,520,119 and that a year ago 
was $1,618,886,164. But the treas- 
ury, in its tabulation of Nov. 24, 
did not include under "expenses" 
about $303,084,073 of cash derived 
from repaid loans. This item last 
year amounted to only $43,208,763, 
so last November it did not alter 
the picture very much. Now, RFC 
loan*, commodity credits and farm 
credits are being reimbursed to 
the treasury and re-expended by 
government agencies, it is true 
less cash is needed than hereto- 
fore, but the expenditure side in 
private business usually reflects 
all actual moneys paid out by 
check or cash for operations of 
all departments. 
The most informative item, of 
course, is the public debt, which. 
Nov. 24, the treasury announced 
as $33,800,320.808, or about 14,- 
210,000,000 higher than a year ago 
on the same date. If it had not 
been for realization on assets of 
$303,084,073 mentioned above, the 
federal debt would have gone up 
by about $4,513,084,073, so it is 
apparent how helpful the recover- 
able assets are in cutting down 
cash requirements. 


The problem that faces the 
Roosevelt administration ia how to 
cut actual expenditures and bring 
the budget into a real balance. 
Can it be done in the fiscal year, 
1938, which, begins next July and 
for which year Mr. Roosevelt will 
present a budget in his message 
to congress a month hence ? 
The word going around is that 
the budget will be "in balance on 
cash," which means that the gov- 
ernment will not increase the pub- 
lic debt but plans to live on the 
proceeds of recoverable assets for 
a year as well as on money ob- 
tained from 
the social security 
payroll taxes and other tax rev- 
enues. 


To Use Old Age Benefit*. 


Thus, about $500,000.000 will be 


available from employers and em- 
ployes and since the old age bene- 
fits will not have to be paid out 
till 1942. the treasury will use this 
cash instead of borrowing for op- 
erating expenses. 


There is. of course, faith on 


the part of the administration that 
the treasury in 19^ can raise 
•whatever cash it may need then 
for old age pensions, so it will 
go ahead and use the incoming 
payroll funds now and take cart; 
of later requirements when they 
fall due. 


The deficits have been running 


about $3.000,000,000 a year under 
the

There 
would be, of course, if the stop- 
page of borrowing were due to 
an actual balancing of receipts 
and expenditures and not to the 
use of assets that ought when 
cashed be appplied to cut down 
public debt instead of being used 
to offset current operating ex- 
penses. 
The reason for this ob- 
servation ia that when all the re- 
coverable assets, namely moneys 
loaned by the government during 
the depression, are paid back, the 
public debt will not have been 
diminished. 
During the last seven years, 
"debt retirement" has been an 
imaginary 
item—a 
bookkeeping 
entry in which the government 
formally complied with the law 
by calling in outstanding bonds, 
amounting to $500,000,000 a year, 
and the borrowing exactly the 
same sum with which to do the 
retiring. 


Postpone An Accounting. 


Some day, there will have to be 
a beginning of real debt retire- 
ment. 
Then only will holders of 
bonds really feel sure that the 
credit of the United States gov- 
ernment is on the same basis as 
it was from 1919 to 1929. when the 
war peak debt of $29,000,000,000 
was cut down to about $17,000,- 
000,000. 
To do this again, surpluses of 
receipts over expenditures will be 
necessary, and if the debt is to 
be retired in 4 years, something 
like $750,000,000 a year, apart 
from interest requirements, will 
be needed in annual surpluses in 
order to do it. 
This assumes a 
constantly rising1 national income. 
For the year 1936, the national 
income is to be about $60,000,- 
000,000, according to latest de- 
partment of commerce estimates. 


I This is an increase of about 10 
percent over 1935. 
The public debt on Nov. 24 had 
risen, however, about 14 percent 


! over 1935. In order for the total 
cost of government in America, 
which is now about $17,000,000,000 
a year for federal, state and local 
expenses, to keep pace with the 
annual income produced by the 
American people, it may be esti- 
mated that a national income of 
$100,000,000,000 
would 
be 
re- 


quired. 
This means a Jump of 
$20,000,000,000 beyond the all time 
peak reached in 1929. 
At the 


present rate of gain, namely 10 
percent a year, the national in- 
come would attain the $100,000,- 
000,000 mark in 1942. 
This presupposes, incidentally, 
the complete abolition of those 
periodic depressions which have 
ravaged the world since the seven 
fat years and seven lean years of 
ancient Egypt. The prudent course, 
to be sure, which will be respect- 
fully urged upon President Roose- 
velt by economic minded people 
in all parties, will be to cut the 
cost of government down so as 
to fit reasonable and not oppres- 
sive tax levels and to build up a 
surplus for the depression years 
that seem inevitable because of 
world wide forces over which no 
one nation can have control. 


Sixth Air Sampler Sent Up 


by Omaha Weather Bureau to 


Bring Down Air for Testing 


OMAHA. <.W. Omaha airways 
weather bureau attendants planned 
to send into the sky Monday the 
last of six intricately constructed 
gadgets, and thus complete their 
part of an experiment to find out 
what the air is like 12 miles up. 
The gadgets are air sampling 
devices, s*nt to Omaha by a Lon- 
don scientist. Dr. F. Paneth of the 
Royal 
college, who is studying 


helium content of the stratosphere. 
He designed them 
to 
obtain 
samples of the upper air. 
W e a t h e r bureau attendants 


understand Dr. Paneth undertook 
this project because he was not 
satisfied with the samples ob- 
tained by the stratosphere flight 
a year ago, feeling they may have 
been contaminated with helium 
from the great stratosphere bal- 
loon. 
Five of Dr. Paneth's samples 
have been sent aloft by balloons 
from the airport heer since Nov. 
17. Attached to the balloons also 
have been 5 of the 30-odd meteoro- 
graphs sent up from Omaha this 
month to record 
temperature, 
pressure and humidity of the up- 
per air. When the balloons burst, 
the devices are borne to earth by 
parachutes, with cards pinned to 
them asking finders to notify the 
Omaha weather bureau- 


Farmer* Puzzled. 


Three of the samplers have been 
found, 
150 to 
200 miles away. 
Finders of the first two notified 
the bureau and crates were sent to 
them in which to pack and ship 
devices to the weather bureau at 
Washington. The third was found 
by farmers near Lucas, la., who, 
mystified over it, sent the gadget 
to the Iowa -state bureau of in- 
vestigation. 
Officials there were 
as puzzled as the farmers until the 
weather bureau here came thru 
with an explanation. The meteoro- 
graph and the sampler's identify- 
ing card probably had become de- 
tached. 
An air sampler consists of a 
long 
aluminum cylinder with a 


bottle on the 
inside and 
two 
bottles mounted on the outside, 
each of the latter containing three 
drycell batteries. Wires run from 
the batteries to a wooden lid fitted 
tightly on the upper end of the 
cylinder. On this -wooden end is a 
trigger arrangement with spring 
tension. 
There are holes around 
the cylinder, near the top, to let 
air into the inside bottle. 
The whole is mounted on a batti- 


bo'o Crate and attached to a bal- 
loon. When the balloon bursts, it 
releases the spring on the sampler, 


and remove* the cap from the 
bottle inside the cylinder. At the 
same time an electric circuit is set 
up. and it melts sealing wax which 
seals over the mouth of the bottle, 
after an interval of about one min- 
ute while the bottle U filling with 
air.

DEATH TOLL AUTOMOBILE

At least 73 persons died in auto- 
mobile accidents in the nation over 
the week end. Four persons were

The national safety council pre- 
dicted that the nation's 1936 traf- 
fic toll would reach an all-time 
high of 37,500. This estimate was 
made on the basis of a 1 percent 
increase in fatalities shown by fig- 
ures for the first ten months of 
the year and a 2 percent increase 
for the month of October.

REMBRANDT PAINTINGS GONE 


Moscow Art Circles Puzzled 


by Their Disappearance. 
MOSCOW. <JP>. Art circle* here 
are mystified and greatly con- 
cerned at the absence of from 16 
to 19 Rembrandt paintings missing 
from a current exhibition of the 
famous old master's works. In the 
absence of any official explana- 
tion foreign art critics are won- 
dering if these priceless paintings 
were secretly aold abroad by the 
soviet government during the lean 
years around 1930-1931. The facts 
are these: The Rembrandt collec- 
tion which opened in the Moscow 
museum of fin* arts Nov. 11 has 
29 paintings of the Dutch painter 
on exhibit. There had been widely 
advertised and openly .stated to 
be the complete soviet collection 
of Rembrandts. 
Twenty-three 
of these Rem- 
brandts shown came from the 
Hermitage museum in Leningrad 
and the other six from the mu- 
seum of fine arts. Art connoiseurs 
recalled there were 42 Rembrandts 
in the Hermitage before the revo- 
lution, of which 38 were of un- 
doubted authenticity. All reference 
books written bebfore the revolu- 
tion listed the 42 paintings. Soviet 
reference and travel books writ- 
ten in 1923 and 1928 likewise list 
42 Rembrandts as ieing in the 
Hermitage collection. Later hand- 
books make no mention of the 
number of Rembrandts at the 
Hermitage.

President Roosevelt and Gov. 


Landon, rivals for the presidency, 
will be guests of the Washington 
press club at its annual gridiron 
dinner.

AT THE CROSS ROADS. 


President Howard of the Typo- 


graphical union, which support* 
the Lewis faction in the rank* of 
organized labor, predict* that the 
action of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in refusing to raise 
its suspension of the C. I. O. 
union* will result in it* breakdown 
and dissolution. There is nothing 
to indicate thU to be other than 
an opinion. 


The number of rebellious union* 


is much less than of those that re- 
main in the federation, and its 
membership is but a third of the 
total of all the unions. Neverthe- 
less in the battle to follow some- 
thing must give way. It may be 
the stronger unit, but things don't 
usually happen that way. 


A* the situation la understood 


the federation is committed to the 
policy of craft unions. The dis- 
senters denounce this as an out- 
moded labor policy, and declare 
that organization by industries of- 
fers a more attractive and surer 
method of dealing wit£ modern in- 
dustrial conditions. 
Quite appar- 


ently It cannot remain in a fed- 
eration that retains a belief in 
craft unions, and instead of wait- 
ing for •uapenalon should with- 
draw if unwilling to abide by the 
verdict of the majority. 


Aa plana are now being laid, 


both group* will attempt to union- 
ize those industries engaged in 
mass production, such as steel, 
automobiles and rubber. How suc- 
cess can be possible when the un- 
organized workers are asked to 
choose between two diametrically 
opposed types of union is a ques- 
tion without an answer as yet. 
This may be found in the steel in- 
dustry, where John L. Lewis Is to 
make his first great drive. Fail- 
ure there would end that move- 
ment, but would leave the field 
open to craft union invasion. 


The tragedy of it all from the 


organized labor standpoint Is that 
this wide and deep divifton comes 
at a time when unionism* has 'ob- 
tained a government ,flfeognition 
and government aid never before 
available, and solidarity within 
the ranks is vital to retain the po- 
sition secured. Labor has gone a 
long way from the position which 
Samuel Gompers, its most dis- 
tinguished leader, took. That was 
that the less reliance it placed on 
government the more self reliant 
it would be, and that without self 
reliance the movement woultf dis- 
integrate.

Organized labor is at the cross- 


roads indeed. Taking both roads 
may well lead it nowhere so far 
as aims and achievements are 
concerned.

DIVERTING FUNDS. 


A proposal ia to be submitted 


at the meeting of representatives 
of Nebraska hospitals early in 
December that the 
organization 


request the legislature to set aside 
a certain portion of the auto 
license fees in a fund to pay hos- 
pitals for cases of indigent high- 
way accident victims. 
The pro- 


posal, if adopted, will be but one 
of. many such schemes devised 
from time to time in the effort 
of one group or another to share 
in tax funds, especially those de- 
rived from automotive sources. 


It may be true, a* the hospital 


representatives 
point out, that 


there is a 50 percent loss in high- 
way accident cases. But that does 
not necessarily Justify the hos- 
pitals in demanding assistance 
from the state. Other groups'are 
losers too. $nd, they iiave" aid «<iual 
right. If the hospitals 
are per- 


mitted to dip into auto license 
funds for losses on auto accident 
cases, then the doctors will have 
a right to demand equal protection 
from loss. 


The garage and repair men 


manage to take care of themselves 
in pretty good shape. But should 
any of them sustain losses in con- 
nection with the repair of wrecked 
autos .Involved in highway acci- 
dent*V"he ' toovimight demand pro- 
tection frofflf the state treasury. 


The accident victim who suf- 


fers damage in a crash with an un- 
insured car, who suffers damage 
from collision with a car whose 
owner has nothing and. from whom 
a Judgment cannot be collected, 
would be interested in collecting 
his claim from the state. Most per- 
sona caught in this predicament 
would gladly take a 50 percent set- 
tlement from state license funds. 


The fact is fhlt B? one organiza- 


tion or group manages to dip into 
the license fund or gas tax ac- 
count for some such purpose, there 
is no stopping the process. It 
grows and expands. 


The hospitals may go ahead and 


make the demand. That is their 
privilege in a free country. But the 
legislature cannot give this matter 
its approval without throwing auto 
Iteense and ja*» tax funds open to 
many-'mai^riijd*;" *Bwen cijrw 3ne 
gas tax is 'being tapped for state 
assistance. It has been necessary 
to put up a hard fight to hold the 
drain to that one purpose and to 
limit the amount to one cent and 
to also limit the time it shall 
continue. 


NOME OR LW_I*R*ONAL. 
County Engineer Weaver i* at- 
tempting to work out a plan for 
employing 400 farmer*, who will 
need aid under the rehabilitation 
department of the resettlement ad- 
ministration. At present both etone 
crusher* at the quarry near Roca 
are being operated and he ha* 
about all the WPA worker* that 
he can use. The, farmer* will have 
to work only about one week of a 
month and this give* them six 
month* to work out the 
funds 
given them for assistance. 


The county engineer expects to 


put a 
considerable number of 
these farmer* at work cleaning up 
right-of-ways and grubbing tree* 
where new road* are to be graded. 
He may also put *ome of them at 
work cleaning up creeks and 
straightening out bend* in roads. 
If snow should be heavy many 
farmers can be employed in open- 
ing up road*. When real cold 
weather set* in. it will be difficult 
to find suitable outside work for 
these men. 


A highway engineer who did 
not want to be named because he 
did not want to make himself a 
target, says that motorists who 
complain of high> gasoline taxes 
do not realize the 
expense of 
maintaining roads. He had no fig- 
ures of his own but cited some 
prepared in Kansas, where the 
tax is 2 cents a gallon and where 
the usage, wear and tear on a 
dry, hard-surfaced road ia in ex- 
cess of that tax.

Mr. Luikart appears to have the 
last laugh on the state adminis- 
tration.

Men', from the agricultural col-

Much seeded 
wheat is so poorly protected that 
a windy spring following a dry 
winter would finish its career. The 
only hope expressed has been for 
heavy snowfall before the ground 
freezes for the winter. A number 
of farmers have listed denuded 
corn land, recommended as highly 
des.irable 4° order to prevent dust 
storms and soil blowing next year. 
In many fields strips of cornstalks 
were left for purposes of soil cov- 
ering and holding, and in other 
cases strip listing has been fol- 
lowed. Hundreds of farms, how- 
ever, show fields fully listed. 


The drouth has destroyed nearly 
half the trees in many farmsteads 
according to reports from out in 
the state. The greatest fatalities 
have been among box elder, soft 
maple and elm, and the number 
Jatt Ixaa.becn. greater where trees 
"jtfVre T)}ante(3 close together for 
a'i*<ie arid other protection for the 
home. This insures a supply of 
wood for the winter, but that fact 
does not 
soothe the breasts of 
farmers who had devoted years 
under discouraging circumstances 
to growing many tine groves. 


The chamber of commerce at 


McCook has taken preliminary 
steps to supply the city with a 
much needed auditorium that will 
cost 
probably 
$100,000. 
Plans 
were ordered drawn, and means 
of raising the.money will later be 
considered. 
It i* indicated that 
popular 
subscriptions 
will 
be 
sought, because bond issues are 
no longer popular, even where the 
government offers to supply 45 
percent of the cost. 


In Lincoln the library board has 
abandoned plans for an addition 
to the main building at 14th and

a bond issue for the remainder 
would not carry. McCook boasts 
of being- able to cut her bonded

The steel industry, a few weeks 
ago, announced a substantial in- 
crease in wages to its hundreds 
of 
thousands of employes. This 
meant 
that 
their 
purchasing 
power would be increased in pro- 
portion, and increased purchasing 
power is what the economists and 
politicians agree that 
we need. 
Now the steel industry has an- 
nounced a new schedule of prices 
for its product, ranging from 2 
to 4 dollars a ton. Here is a per- 
fect example of what happens in 
the world of business economics. 
Coat increase* are passed along 
to the consumer, and higher prices 
reduce his purchasing power. 


The ability of the nazl govern- 
ment to think up new ways of 
throttling opinion and laying down 
rules of conduct for Germans to 
follow keeps ua in 
a 
constant 
state of amazement. The govern- 
ment must have a bureau that 
does nothing else. The latest pro- 
hibition is directed toward the dra- 
matic, music and literary critics. 
Hereafter there will be no pan- 
ning of budding: or any other kind 
of talent of those types. Well, as 
long- as nobody is permitted to 
criticize so bad a thing as the 
German government, perhaps it is 
necessary to stifle the critical in- 
stinct altogether. 


If we are to believe all we read 


one of the new Indiana, congress- 
men wa« elected because he was 
able to talk so beautifully to th« 
voters about how his presence in 
congress would enable him to save 
the American home and 
bring 


genuine prosperity. His wife linl 
not vote for him because she had 
had experience with his 
unsuc- 
cessful efforts to save his own 
home or to bring nrosperity to 
his own family. 
This does not 


equ&l the record oi a Nei>ra.<:,;i 
county that sent a man to the leg-- 
islature because he had broken 
his leg and could not work dur- 
ing the winter anyway.

TlM truth I*, that unlea* one re- 
quire* extraordinary muecular de- 
velopment for a *pecial purpoee, 
large muecle* are a handicap, a 
constant drain on energy, and ren- 
der one rather lea* agile and lea* 
efficient. 


So far as susceptibility to pneu- 
monia I* concerned, robust Individ- 
ual* are aa likely to contract the 
dl*ea*e aa are ordinary or mu*cu- 
larly weak individual*. 


Young adult* who arc under- 
weight, and adult* of mature age 
(over 35) who arc overweight 
aeem both more *u*c«ptible to 
pneumonia and lens capable of 
winning the battle when they have 
pneumonia. The underweight of 
younger adults and the overweight 
of older adults are both metabolic 
or nutritional disorders and are so 
recognized in determining life ex- 
pectation. 


In his famous "Practice of Medi- 
cine" Dr. William O*l«r said: 
"Pneumonia may well be called the 
friend of the aged. Taken off by it 
in an acute, short, not often pain- 
ful Illness, the old man escape* 
those 'cold gradations of decay' so 
distressing to himself and his 
friends." Sir William cherished the 
view which was conventional then 
(40 years ago), that "we see the 
disease occur promptly after a 
wetting or a chilling or come on 
after an ordinary catarrh of one 
or two days duration. Cold is now 
regarded simply a* a factor in 
lowering the resistance of the 
bronchial and pulmonary tissues." 
But another remark Osier Included 
in the chapter on pneumonia fore- 
shadows new light on the subject: 
"The frequent occurrence of an 
Initial chill has been one reason 
for the wide-spread belief that cold 
is a factor of pneumonia." Osier 
also remarked that pneumonia pre- 
vails equally in hot and cold coun- 
tries, is rather more prevalent in 
the southern than in the northern 
states and is more frequent in 
March than in January the coldest 
month of the year. 
From the brief paragraph on 
prevention of pneumonia it is evi- 
dent that Osier accepted the belief 
that the victim Is attacked by 
pneumococci which are constantly 


present In the no** or throat *e- 
cretkm*. lying IB wait, as it were, 
for UM victim to get hi* feet wet 
or chang* bin «l»irt! No on* enter- 
tains this theory today, altho it 
•till serve* the nostrum monger* 
and charlatan* in good stead 
Newer knowledge of immunity di»- 
pels the mortid notion that many 
or mo*t persons carry germ* which 
may presently destroy their own 
hosts. That simply doesn't happen 
Actually it appear* that individ- 
ual susceptibility to or immunity 
from pneumonia cannot be gauged 
by such familiar factors a* muscu- 
lar strength, athletic training and 
hardening from habitual exposure 
to cold. The question depends 
rather on individual physical fit- 
ness, which is determined chiefly 
by nutritional condition and to a 
certain degree by muacular or 
athletic training.

Salads

SINCE SALADS are becommf 


more popular each day, there is a 
constant demand for new and dif- 
ferent salad dressings. 
We have 


given so many recipes for salad 
dressings we thought our read- 
ers would have enough. But no! 
Requests for still more recipes 
have piled up, so here we are with 
a new batch, guaranteed to lend 
zest, tang and sparkle to even the 
simplest salad. 


For a dressing that is as pretty 


as it is piquant, take two whole 
eggs, one cup cream, two cups 
sieved tomato pulp, one-half pint 
white vinegar, one scant teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon dry mus- 
tard, scant one-half teaspoon pep- 
per, one tablespoon powdered sug- 
ar and. if desired, one or two cloves 
of garlic. Whip eggs and cream 
and fresh tomato pulp, uncooked. 
Gradually thin condiments with 
part of vinegar until smooth and 
blend all together. 
Leave until 


next day, then mix up again. Bot- 
tle dressing and cork tightly. 


Cheese for Flavoring 


For a dressing with a tantalizing 


cheese 
flavor, grate finely two 


ounces cheese and mix with tea- 
spoon sugar, one teaspoon prepared 
mustard and a pinch of salt and 
pepper. Add a gill of olive oil and 
a tablespoon of cream or milk. Add 
slowly two tablespoons wine vine- 
gar and one teaspoon lemon juice 
and beat well. 


A creamy dressing that can be 


easily made and kept for weeks is 
always welcome. 
Take one-half 


teaspoon dry mustard, one-quarter 
teaspoon salt, three-quarters tea- 
spoon sugar, one cup milk and 
three tablespoons vinegar. Mix all 
dry ingredients with a little of the 
milk, add rest and stir in gradu- 
ally the vinegar, which i '11 thicken 
the mixture to the consistency of 
cream. This will keep bottled for 
weeks.

the means of prevention and it* 
treatment, we can do great good. 


Traveling Clinics 


The atudy of tuberculosis mu*t 


not be confined to large citie* alone 
but must extend to the rural *ee- 
tions a* well. The ravage* of the 
affliction are beat controlled in the 
country by the fine service of th« 
traveling clinic*. 


I urge all of my readers to be- 


come interested in thia warfare 
against tuberculosis. The turreon- 
general of the United States re- 
cently said, "Tuberculosis can be 
wiped out in our nation." It can 
be, but that happy accomplishment 
is possible only by further educa- 
tion and never-ending propaganda 
against all those factors that lead 
to the disease. 


Like many other constitutional 


diseases, early recognition means 
early cure and speedy return to 
active life. We have advanced be- 
yond the day when tuberculosis 
was considered incurable. Yet cure 
is only possible when it is recog- 
nized in the beginning and proper 
measures are taken for the preven- 
tion of its further spread.

STATE TREASURY IS 


NOW UNDER AN AUDIT 


At Request of Treasurer Hall 


Whose Term Expires 


in January. 


At the request of State Treas- 


urer Hall State Auditor Ayes has 
employed the Hanson Audit com- 
pany of Fremont to audit the ac- 
counts of Hall from April 30, 1935 
to Jan. 6, 1937, the end of the 
treasurer's 2nd term. The accounts 
of Treasurer Hall's first term were 
audited some months ago by the 
same audit company which was 
employed for that purpose under 
an act of the legislature of 1935. 
when W. B. Price was state audi- 
tor. 
The new audit is intended to 


protect the state and the outgoing 
treasurer as well as the incoming 
treasurer, Walter H. 
Jensen 
of 


Lincoln, when the latter takes of- 
fice Jan. 
7. A member of the 


auditing firm called on Treasurer 
Hall Monday. 


The incoming treasurer said he 


had assurance that he will be able 
to get a bond for $1,000,000 from 
bonding companies in the face of 
a test case pending in the supreme 
court involving the validity of a 
state 
law requiring: the state 


treasurer 
and all other 
bonded 


public officers in the state and 
counties to cancel their indemnity 
bonding company bonds and take 
bonds in a proposed state monop- 
oly bonding plan, managed by the 
governor and other members of 
the state board 
of 
educational 


lands and funds. 


For 24 days in January. 1935, 


Treasurer Hall was unable to ob- 
tain a bond from bonding compan- 
ies until conditions specified by 
the companies were compiled with, 
which necessitated passing a new 
law to increase the premium in 
double the former amount, and the 
treasury was at a standstill dur- 
ing- that period. 
At that time the 


attorney general held that Treas- 
urer Hall could not qualify to hold 
his second term until he had siven 
a new bond, and that banks ran a 
risk in making payments of state 
deposits to his order. He finally 
obtained a new bond under a new 
legislative act and the treasury 
was reopened for business. 


Treasurer Hall said if for any 


reason this condition should repeal 
itself next January he is of the 
opinion that he could 
hold 
his 


present office temporarily as his 
present bond provides that it shall 
be good "until his 
successor 
is 


elected and qualifies, but he said 
this ia contrary to the attorney 
general's opinion and he hoped it 
would not be necessary to test the 
matter in the courts.
